PARIS, Oct. 12.—General Joffre in a report says positively that 
the allies are getting a foothold upon the heights cf the Aisne, there-

‘‘While advancing to this point, the hinge of the pattle line, 
the French are gradually lessening the strain near Verdun and are 
making new progress against the Germans in the Vosges.

The official reports point to the fact that the Germans are gen- 
erally on thr defensive; are forced to fight for their communications 
and are unable to set in motion a dangerous offensive. . 

It is unofficially reported that the allies. are massing rapidly to 
defend Ostend and the coast cities, and that the Germans, while 
threatening the new capital of Belgium, have been beaten back in 
Slowly the operations in Northern France .and 
in Belgium are becoming connected, forming a new battle line. 

All the heavy fighting by the allied armies is taking place in 
Northern France. There are violent engagements, and the allies 
are taking the initiative before there ig a possibility of the German 
army corps released by the fall of Antwerp reinforcing Von Kluck’s 
For'this reason it may be predicted that the issue will be 
decided before many hours have elapsed. .

‘No country ‘should,fmake a private 
monopoly of its currency or money 
supply; Canada is. the only country 
that has done so, and our people and 
our business. are suffering in conse- 
quence. There is a money scarcity 
not altogether due to the war. 

We might as well turn over the 
making of ‘the tariff-or the adminis- 
tration of justice. to irresponsible 
private. parties... We-use the term ir- 
responsible in the political sense. We 
insist on government .being respon- 
sible-to the public; members of par- 
liament, «ministers, officials, even 
judges. Their conduct in the dis- 
charge of the duties they assume can 
be reviewed at any time and explan- 
ation demanded. They may be _ Te 
moved or disciplined. : The minister | 
of customs and the minister of 
finance and all the officials under 
them are responsible for the work- 
ing out of our tariff legislation. We 
do_ not let those who pay the cus- 
toms and excise duties make the! 
tariff law or administer it. But we' 
Ict our ‘private banks make and sup- 


ply the currency, the money of the 
nations, of the people! And er 
perform this business largely from 


their own point of view and to their, 
own'advantage. There is no patrio-, 
tism in banking—it is'a very cold- 
bloeded business. 
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Where docs our ourrency come 
from? The’ state supplies the gold,' 
the silver and the copper coinage, 
and the one and two dollar. bills. 
AN the rest of the currency is sup- 
plied by the banks in the shape of 
bank bills. There is always from 
nincty to one hundred millions of 
dollars of these bank bills in the 
banks or in circulation. The banks 
are the sole masters of letting aut 
and getting in this currency, They 
make it, and they can refuse to Jet it 
out to customers. Much of the busi- 
ness is done without the direct use 
of currency; it is done by' credits lent 
to business men by banks, by de- 
posits in banks, and those in busi- 
ness pass clieques on the banks to 
one another, the net result of which 
is to cancel one credit against an- 
other or one debit agaimst another. 
Banking is largely a business, of 
clearing or cancelling the debits as 
between the different members of the 
community. But all this is a differ- 
ent story as far as currency is con- 
cerned. : 


Our story today is about currency 
—and as we've said above, the banks; 
supply our currency. They have the 
right to issue notes—promises to pay | 
—up to an amount equal to their: 
capital, for which we charge them 
nothing; and we gave them als, the 
right, to issue additional or excess 
currency substantially equal vo thir-! 
ty per cent. on their paid up’ capital, | 
on which they are expect:d te pay 
the government interest. The total, 
bank-note issue thus authorized is 
over 130 millions of dollars, of which | 
about 90 millions is ‘ssuzd. ‘Lhe 
banks are the sole masters cf their’ 
money. They loan it or they hoid its | 
they take no risks in regurd to it, 
nor in regard to any money in thelr. 
hands. There is no senthront in 
hanking, 
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Tt is true we have authorized ths 
minister of finance to issue Domin: 
ion notes on the security of the Donr 
inion of Canada, and we have paid 
some of these out for public debts, 
and we have exchanged some (twos 
and ones) with the banks in order to | 
help in providing a circulation 
madium. But we only get these ones 
and twos out because the banks are 
prohibited from printing notes of 
these amounts. Tt is true that we 
have printed some fives and some 
larger denominations, but as tho! 
banks have the same sizes, and ona) 
they get these Dominian notes in} 
theiy hinds they keep them in cold 
storage. That the banks find it high- 
ly profitable to issue bank notes is 
proved by their close organization to 
keep Dominion notes out of circula- 
ion. They'd chase out all the ones: 
and twos if they could, 

eee 

It is tyue parlament has authorized 
an increased issue of Dominion notes! 
but under conditions that make — it 
difficult to get them out. Largely 
beeause the banks have all tho say 
in the issue of Dominion notes. They 
havo as a matter of fact dictated 
the currency syatem' of Canada, in- 
cluding Dominion notes, ever since 
we've been a country. Every minis- 
ter of finance has put himself in the 
hands of the banks; has done what 
they allowed him to do, and little 
else. The business men, the manu- 
facturers, the people, have never beon 
consulted. All the emergency legis- 
lation passed three weeks ago was 
the rosult, of conferences between the 
minister and the master bankers. 
No presidents of boards of trade, of 
manufacturers’ associations, of 
farmer organizations, of labor organ- 
izations, were consulted. And yet 
they were all vitally interested. The 
people in the streets and in the fields 
were not consulted. The matters 
decided on were hardly explained in 
the house. Anyone who raised the 
currency issue when the Bank = Act 


was revised in parliamant, less than 
two years ago, was treated as a 
crank. 
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And yet tho currency question is of 
ten times the import of the way in 
which banks are to to organized and 
regulated. In times of stress we find 
out that it is a suprome issue. 

With the connivance of the banks 
parliament three weeks ago author- 
ized a further issue of Dominion 
notes in order ‘‘ to conserve the 
financial and business interests of 
the country; but, we left the inita- 


tive thereof in tho hands of the 
banks; and as thoy are supremely 
jealous of national currency, — aro

ation, or who think they owe a duty 
to their customers in business, and 
thus head off the use of this excess 
issue of thirty to forty millions. 
When we say this, we speak af what 
we know, and on the authority of 
men directly concerned. } 
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In a word, we are at the mercy of 
the banks, hoth as to bank-note cur- 
rency, and largely at their merey in 
regard to national notes. Few, if 
any, of them have yet borrowed 
securities, also authorized for the 
first time at the recent session. 
They do not care to take the risk, 
because they must become endorsers 
of the loan. 
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After three weeks’ experience the 
government have changed the rules 
of letting ont this national money 
to help business. hut we question 
whether they will suceced! Why? 
Because we have given our banks a 
monopoly of the currency issue, and 
we have put themt between the nation 
and the loaning. of national notes on 
approved securitioas! 
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But these bank managers and their 
erganization—Bankers' Association, 
they call it— are absolutely without 
any responsibility to the public, to 
parliament, to government. Thcy 
have to give account to no one—sav- 
ing their shareholders—for what they 
do. They are, like the kaiser, all 
powerful and irresponsible. And they 
have in cases consolidated the office 
of president and general manager in 
one man; and this on? wan has for 
a long tim: now been picking the 
directors of the banks! They are the 
kaiser in a way. We do not know 
better men for their business, say, 
than Colonel Wilkie and Mr. Duncan 
Coulson, They have built up big and 
strong banks. And the colonel is at 
the head of the Bankers’ Association, 
and in virtue thereof, the main ad- 
viser of the minister of finance. But 
are these able and all powerful men 
the men who ought tq make our 
currency system ané vur national 
financia] poficy, So far they’ve done 
it. The Time has come for a change 
and this war stringency has rushed 
it forward. Now is the time to make 
a truly national currency in place of 
bank notes and to establish a nation- 
al bank by means of which the regu- 
lar chartered banks—deprived of the 
note-issue powers they now have— 
would avail themselves of the nation- 
al notes, and the national credit 
might be advantageously used for 
the good of- business, or, to come 
back to the words of the act of 


al and business interests of the 
country.’’ We may be called a de- 
magog, and q ‘‘limelighter’’ and 
other things, but we are not going 
to stop till we win out in this dir- 
ection. 
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And the thing we propose is what, 
after fifty years of plunging and mys- 
tery and much heart-burnings, our 
neighbors, the United States, have 
to. They have at last a 
national currency, and they are or- 
ganizing national reserve banks to 
oan an unlimited issue of national 
notes to the member banks of the 
reserve banks as against approved 
securities. The banking of the Stat- 
eg hereafter is to be with a national 


currency and on the credit of the 
nation, plus the resources of the 
banks. But the nation is to do the 


legislation and make the rules under 
which bath are to be conducted. In 
other words, banking and currency 
are to be treated as public fune- 
tions, mainly for the public advan- 
tage. No one wants to injure the 
banks, no one denies their service to 
the public, but it might at least be 
a partnership, not a jug-handled .ar- 
rangement, and the public must be 
the senior partner. And it is sur- 
prising how many people in Canada 
think this way since they began to 
get light on the mystery.

UNUSUAL FEAT 


Swimming Coach Runs, 
Walks, Cycles, and Swims 
Mile— Time 45:19 0-5. 


An unusual athletic feat was 
recently accomplished at Putney, 
England, when Walter Brickett, a 
well known professional swimming 
coach, ran, walked, rowed, cycled 
and swam a mile, his time for ‘the 
combined five miles being 45 minutes 
19 1-5 seconds. Brickett, who is 49 
years old, undertook to accomplish 
the task in one hour and succeeded 
in finishing in 14 minutes 40 4-5 sec- 
onds inside that mark. 

The walk was the first undertaken, 
and Brickett covered a measured mile 
in 10 minutes 13 seconds. The mile 
tun was made in 5 minutes 39 sec 
Only 36 seconds elapsed and he had 
mounted his cycle, and rode 
mile in 3 minutes 55 seconds. Enter- 
ing his waiting boat he succeeded in 
rowing one mile in 8 minutes and 44 
seconds and then came tne swim. 
Brickett “made splendid progress all 
the way, and when he left the water 
it was found that he was 14 minutes 
40 4-5 seconds ahead of the hour. 

The nearest approach to this feat 
in American athletics is the record 
of 15 minutes 42 seconds, made by L. 
de B: Handley at Bayonne, N.J., on 
September 2, 1900, for quarter mile 
walk, run, swim, cycle, row and 
horseback ride.

PURCHASING COMMITTEE OF 
THE CABINET AND THE WORK

Martin Burrell, Hon. L. P. Pelletier, 
and Hon. A. EK. Kemp was appoint- 
ed. This committee has _ purchased 
and shipped 1,200,000 bushels of oats 
and 10,060 tons of hay. The work 
was carried out with wonderful 
rapidity. Within 30 days from re- 
ceipt of instructions, the hay was 
purchased, pressed, shipped and land- 
ed in France, 

The committee have also been of 
the greatest assistance to thee Brit- 
ish Governmnnt in’ assisting in pur- 
chasing remounts. Thousands of 
horses have been purchased and ship- 
ped, and this work is still continu- 
ing, and will continue until the war 
ceases.

Color of Costume Worn Has Had Its 
Significance From the Most 
Ancient Times, 

Until the eighteenth century, from 
earliest Saxon times, the bride of 
the poorer folk came to the wedding 
wearing a plain white robé. This 
was a warning to the public that, 
3ince she brought nothing to the mar- 
riage, her husband was not responsi- 
ble for her debts. At the beginning 
of the eighteenth century brides be- 
gan to introduce touches of color into 
thelr costumes. Blue was for con- 
stancy and green for youth. » Yellow’ 
was never worn, as it stood for jeal- 
ousy, While golden also was shunned, 
as it meant avarice. 

Although the ancient Roman and 
Hebrew brides wore yellow veils and 
the early Christians of southern Eu- 
rope enveloped both man and wife 
in one large cloth, it was not until 
Shakespeare’s time that veils for 
brides appeared in England. Prior 
to that time the custom had been for 
the bride to go to her wedding with 
her hair hanging loose ag a sign of 
freedom. Immediately, however, upon 
entering her new home she bound up 
her hair. This was a sign of submis-

The prince is not a respector of 
crowns and he frequently takes occa 
sion to give out newspaper interviews 
abusing or ridiculing the rulers of 
Europe. The Czar of Russia, whom 
he visited, he described as -an im 
becile, a stuffed doll, a man without 
a single idea in his head.

You know how 
presentiments come occasionally. to 
most of us. Such-a ong came to me 
when in camp at Calgary ‘in the 
summer. Clearly thero: came to me 
a picture of the 35th no longor: pre- 
paring for but actually on active ser: 
vice; against what encmy I knew 
not, but now it seems that they will 
tako part in this colossal conflict 
which touches the whole carth and 
involves such tremendous issues. But 
let mo give you some account of my 
movements since leaving Red. Deer. 
Nothing to record till arriving at 
Winnipeg, when a large batch of 
French reservists got on the train 
and kept things lively with patri- 
otic songs. At Montreal there was 
no time to spare, as the Laurentic 
twas due to leave port in a few 
hours. The voyage was uneventful 
and Father Neptune in kindly mood. 
Some fine icebergs and a school of 
whales spouting were the most inter- 
esting sights during the voyage. 
Only a small number of passengers, 
the majority of them reservists in 
the army or: navy, took the passage. 
On-the Sunday it was delightful to 
have a splendid string band and 
choir from the ship’s company as- 
sisting at the services. Just one 
night we had all the portholes clos- 
ed and covered to prevent any light 
escaping, so our thoughts dwelt on 
the possibility of. ¢apture, but the 
thought certainly did not depress 
us. From Liverpool I booked 
straight to,my home in Cornwall, 
where I found my parents in’ good 
health, and of course greatly  sur- 
prised to see me, as I'd given them 
no advance notice. My two elder 
brothers had both gone to the front, 
but a stroke of good fortune allow- 
ed me to see my sailor brother, for 
the 8rd Battle Squadron put in at 
Portland Road for a few days, so I 
travelled up and kad the privilege of 
going aboard the flag’ ship ‘‘Lord 
Nelson,"’ where my brother is ‘‘wire- 
less’’ ‘officer. No extra comforts on 
their war ships these days, for 
everything not absolutely necessary 
has been thrown out and the decks 
cleared for action. Very impressive 
is the sight of these sentinels of the 
seas, and no one can over-estimate 
their value to the Empire now. Oh, 
I could tell you things about that 
brilliant action in Helgoland Bight 
which are really an inspiration, and 
-to me the humanity of our sailors 
in risking their lives to save the 
|German’ sailors from drowning shows 
us the noble spirit which aninmates 
the Royal Navy. 

After seeing my brother I journey- 
ed to London, which is alive with 
proofs of patriotism. Public -parks, 
as well as barracks squares, alive 
with young fellows being trained for 
national service, while everywhere 
your eye catches placards with the 
“call to arms’’ emplazoned thereon. 
My own mission consisted of a visit 
to the war oflice and the Admiralty 
just to see if chaplains were required 
anywhere. The result of visiting the 
Chaplain of the Fleet, was this ap- 
pointment as Chaplain to the Royal 
Marine Brigade for special service, 
which is the post I occupy now. 
Really affairs have moved so quickly 
that it is hard for me to explain 
clearly. However, it’s just like this. 
My own hope was to get a _ chap- 
laincy which would allow me first of 
all a fortnight’s leave just to visit 
a few friends before taking up the 
duties. Well, the Chaplain of the 
Fleet gave me an interview just over 
a week ago. Sent for me three days 
later and told me to report myself 
to the commanding officer of tho 
Royal Marine Brigade on Tuesday. 
This I did, and journeyed to Deal in 
Kent, and found the Brigade en- 
camped a few miles out of the 
town within sight of the sea. At 
once I had to order kit, etc., but be- 
fore these came the commanding offi- 
cer received orders for the whole 
Brigade, over 3,000 strong, to be 
prepared to embark at once. The 
order came at midnight last Friday, 
and we embarked in two .transports 
from: Dover on Saturday at 2 p.m. 
Everything went: Well, and ono ap- 
preciated the vigilance of our navy 
which enables our transports to cross 
the channel with a minimum of dan- 
ger. Yesterday (Sunday) morning 
we arrived here. Headquartors staff 
is lodging in this hotel, and the rest 
of tho officens and men Are billetted 
in hotels and private houses througlh- 
out the town. Yet it is hard to 
realize that we are within sixty mil- 
es of the scene of the mightiest bat- 
tle the world has yet scen. Outside 
this hotel a soldier with fixed bay- 
onet on guard, officers: and ordorlies 
moving here and there, and tho 
Brigadier General, Sir George Aston, 
K.C.B., in the next room issuing 
ordors and attending to.the hundred 
and one things which his responsible 
position carrics with it.
